He could ‘call the Nationalist leaders 
into council, and might be guided, 
within reasonable limits, by their 
suggestions. Thus Mr. Redmond and 
Mr. O'Connor would have a com- 
paratively free hand, and all the 
resources of the State would be at their 
back. In the first place, the Government 
must define exactly the extent of Ire- 
land’s task. We cannot understand the 
conspiracy of silence by which the urgent 
needs of the Irish Divisions have been 


be told without further delay the exact 
number of men which is needed to keep 
the three Divisions fgom being diluted 
with Englishmen and Scotsmen. When 
the figures were published Lord Wimborne 
could say to the Irish people: “ The War 
Office wants (let us say) fifty thousand 
Irishmen from Ireland within (let us say) 
six weeks from the present time. If the 
number is not forthcoming, a Military 
Service Bill for Ireland will be introduced 
immediately in Parliament, and both 
English Parties will combine to pass it in 
a week.” That would be a short; simple, 
and definite programme. It would give a 
fair and final chance to the anti- 
conscriptionists. _ The Nationalist Party 
would have a text which would make, for 
onoe, a real appeal to the farmers’ sons. 
The failure of this appeal would mean 
the automatic introduction of conscrip- 
tion, and would prove the absolute 
necessity of conscription. We  sug- 
gest a final trial for the voluntary 
system not because we beliqve that Ire- 
land can claim it as a right, but because 
we want to make every possible allowance 
for Mr. Redmond’s difficulties. The 
only thing that matters, however, is that 
the Irish regiments shall not be betrayed 
by Ireland. Such an ignominy has not 
fallen on a free people in the whole of 
modern history, and it must not be per- 
mitted to fall on a people whose fighting 
fame is ancient and world-wide. No 
politician or Government is entitled to 
put on a nation a dishonour which would 
make its sons, a century hence, blush with 
shame. If Ireland refuses of her own 
free will to support her regiments in the 
field, and is not compelled to support 
them, this war will have brought her not 
honour, but disgrace; not new traditions, 
but the loss of old traditions; not a new 
right to Imperial ‘consideration, but a 
lamentable loss of prestige and weight in 
these councils which will refashion and 
revitalise the Empire after Germany has 
been beaten to her knees. Ireland will be 
the only part of the United Kingdom 
which shirked a general obligation, 
the only part which was careless of the 
safety of her own soldiers and the honour 
of her regiments in the field. The 
shame will be heightened by the very 
valour and devotion of the Irish soldiers 
whom she was content to abandon. Sir 
Douglas Haig’s latest despatch re 
ports that the Irish regiments renewed 
their laurels at the capture of Guillemont. 


concealed from the Irish people. Let us. 


however, in feeling that the “stereotyped 
reply ” must not be the last word of the 
Government on this question of the Gost of 
living. We cannot be satisfied with the 
Government until we are convinced that it 
has used to the full all the power it can 
reasonably exercise to ensure that the rise 
in prices due to undoubted economic pro- 
cesses shall not be aggravated by un- 
desirable “profiteering’’—a convenient 
word much used in Labour circles—or by 
the lack of proper control of ship- 
ping and other organisation services. It 
cannot be too strongly stated, how- 
ever, that pressure on the Government to 
do its full duty must be accompanied by 
earnest common effort to secure real 
economy in the consumption of commodi- 
ties. In that way the‘ people of the 
United Kingdom will at the same time 
reduce the national burden of war finance ; 
for it is our heavy disbursements abroad 
that are adding most to that burden. These 
points are made, in different order, in the 
report of the War Finance Committee of 
the British Association.

The New Soldier. 


Our London Correspondent touches to 
dayion one of the ways in which the 
change in the average social standing of 
the rank and file of the British Army is 
illustrated. Men of one family or of one 
circle of friends frequently find them- 
selves now in the new relation of officer to 
private and private to officer. There has 
been a good deal of bridging of the old 
gap which separated the two classes. It 
often happens, too, in the altered social 
constitution of our New. Armies, that a 
private is of superior civil standing to the 
officer—and still more often to the non- 
commissioned officer—to whom in Army 
discipline he has to defer. The fact was 
never a cause of trouble while the Armies 
were recruited on a strictly voluntary 
basis, because every man had chosen his 
part and submitted cheerfully to every- 
thing that it involved. Well-born recruits 
even appreciated the ordinary measure of 
“language ” and criticism which was dealt 
gut to them in the approved fashion of 
the old Army by the drill sergeants. On 
the whole, it has been the same with the 
men who have been brought into the Army 
by the Military Service Act, and little 
sympathy will be extended to the man 
who protests, through a newspaper, 
against the terms in which non-commis- 
sioned officers of the old type sometimes 
address the men of every degree who are 
put under them. The man who so com- 
plains is just the man who will be the 
better for a good “‘dressing-down.”” Viscount 
French, in his little address at the open- 
ing of new recreation and rest places for 
soldiers in London yesterday,‘ spoke - on 
this same subject of the change in the 
character of the Army personnel. A very 
small portion of the new soldiers is of 
the class from which were drawn many men 
whom Lord French saw in the Army when 


he joined it—men whose only refuge was‘ 


the canteen, and who lived on beer. Wise 
and generous people, and institutions like 
the Y.M.C.A., have now seen to it that 
other refuges than the canteen are avail- 
able. Lord French’s tribute to those 
who have provided decent resorts for 
soldiers at home and at the front—and 
especially to the women who have made 
this work their own—was well deserved.

General van Deventer came to the conclusion 
that the enemy was mtending to work round 
our right and left flanks, which were 
protected by some low hills to the east, 
many san rivers, and some  dongas. 
Knowing this, the South African com- 
mander formed other plans and made a 
counter-attack next day, which frustrated the 
enemy, who was driven back for over two 
miles. He lost at least 20 dead, that number 
being counted on the battlefield. 

CAPTURE OF KONDOA-IRANGI. 

Night came with the fight undecided. On 
its resumption next morning the attack was 
pressed to good purpose, and by ten o'clock 
the enemy was again in full retreat for 
Kondoa-Irangi. This place, which was tha 
seat of the Provincial Government and the 
centre of a densely populated district, is pro- 
tected from the north by a belt formed 
numerous sand rivers, intensely cultivated 
fields—which draw their moisture from below 
the surface—much bush, and many donzas 
which rendered the going forward of mounted 
men, on horses that had been travelling over 
the worst of country and in continuous rains 
for three weeks, very slow.

Six hundred other cattle wers 
seized while on their way to Mrogoro. Tha 
enemy's wireless station near the town was 
dismantled. :

Mr. J. Cotter (Cooks and Stewards), who

15,000 Chinese were engaged on British ships. 
There were over 4,000 living in Liverpool in 
places such as no boarding-house or lodging- 
house-keeper would be allowed to keep. With 
regard to London, there was a deputation a few 
weeks ago to jhe L.C.C., and facts of an 
astounding character were placed before them. 
There were over seventy houses in London for 
Chinese seamen, and only six were licensed. 
The Chinese were a menace. He described a 
Chinese boarding-house in East London where 
forty Chinese sat round two gaming iables, 
on which was placed a sum of between £30 and 
£40. This was within four yards of a public 
path. In a front bedroom were four beds, 
placed close together, and on each two men 
were lying in a comatose state from opium, the 
little lamps being beside them. In another room 
he found 38 opium smokers. Opium was being 
manufactured under his eyes from poppyheads, 
and 1,200 Ibs. of the drug was found smuggled 
on to one ship about to sail. The moral effect 
of all this was bad, and in a particular district, 
which he named, ‘girls from 14 upwards had 
been seen going into and leaving these houses 
until two or three o'clock in the morning. 
(‘‘Shame!"’) These Chinese were now pene- 
trating into some of our inland towns and 
conducting laundries, which were gambling 
houses, and something worse. He appealed to 
the Council to give close attention to this 
matter, for it was a grave peril to many of our 
women. 

Mr. 8. March (London Vehicle Workers) 
asked why the state of affairs to which Mr. 
Cotter alluded had not been communicated to 
the Poplar Borough Council. 

Mr. Cotter—We have done it. 

Mr. March—It must have been very recently. 
These remarks have been made more than 
once, and much time has been spent in trying 
to find out whether they are well founded. We 
have traced only one specific instance. 

Mr. J. Sexton (Liverpool) said that nine 
years ago he got an inguiry at Liverpool. They 
found the Aliens Act was ovly a fraud. It was 
being evaded by the Chinese, who came over 
&s members of crews at pay of 1s. a month. 
This matter ought to be dealt with in the 
interest of the morality of the whole country. 

Mr. J. R. Bell (Hull) supported the motion, 
which was carried with acclamation.

©OST OF LIVING. 


Mr. J. Hill (Newcastle Boilermakers) moved 
the following :— 

‘That this Congress, representing the orcanised 
workers of Great Britain, declares that the Govern- 
ment has failed to give proper attention to the 
serious grievances the masses of the people are 
suffering tnder by reason of the enormous and 
unjustifiable increase in the cast of living. It views 
with alarm the indifference of responsible statesmen 
to this subject. and, in view of the continued rise 
in the price of almost every necessary of life, re- 
quests the Parliamentary Committee to place 
before the Government and the Lahour Party the 
urgen} necessity of immediate steps being taken to 
securé a revision of the prices of all such com- 
modities either by fixing maximum prices for tak- 
ing full control of supplies into their own hands in 
the interests of the people, and thus prevent them 
from being systematically robbed, as they are at 
present. 

Mr. Hill told the Congress that during the 
past session the Parliamentary Committee had | 
interviews with various representatives of the 
Government—with Mr. Harcourt, Mr. Prety- 
man, and Mr. Runciman. They also had an 
interview with the Prime Minister, and he re- 
gretted to say that all of them seemed to 
have a fairly stereotyped reply to the appeals. 
It was pretty well sammed up by Mr. Prety- 
man in the House of Commons when he said : 
“What really covers priees is qualities.” The 
Government has shown absolute incompetence. 
They had now something like 8s. off the 
sovereign. The Premier advised them to wait 
till June, and they did wait, but there came 
no steadying of prices. The workers had made 
it clear that it was not advance of wages 
they were after, but readjustment in the 
abnormal circumstances in which they found 
themselves. 

Mr. J. Houghton (GI w Dock Labourers) 
seconded, and urged the ongress not to shirk 
the grave responsibility that rested upon it, but 
to make its influence felt. 

Mr. F. Bramley (Furnishing Trades) said they 
had been told by the Premier that this was 
primarily a consumer's question, and that there 
did not appear to be any serious concern out- 
side their owm organisation.

STABILITY OF BRITISH AEROPLANE. 
British aeroplanes are now inherently stable. 
That is to say, the engineers have solved uhe 
a of automatic stability. The machine 

y lose its equilibrium, but it s rights 
itself automatically. Thus the pilot is reheved 
of much arduous work that formerly he was 
compelled to do. 

German flying machines operating at nign. 
land by means of underground iljumination, 
which defines a large landing area. It is sup- 
age that this illumination is accomplished 

means of electric light under glass. The 
British, now doing much flying at night, land by 
means of the light of flares made from petrol 
“ buckets placed in different positions about 

he aerodromes. The light is strong, and has 
. nena colour, which enables the flying men 
to distinguish between the serodrome lights 
and others. 

Before the war _ British measures and 
machinery for meeting Zeppelins in the air 
compared with the measures and machinery 
of the present moment as chalk to cheese. At 
the beginning the British lacked experience in 
night flying. They also lacked proper’ facilities 
for landing in the dark. Now British flying 
men are thoroughly experianced night breok 
and have satisfactory arrangements for land- 
ing. Moreover, their machines are equipped 
with very effective guns. On their more recent 
visits the Zeppelins have been given so hot & 
time that they are believed not greatly to 
relish future efforts in this direction. 


WONDERFUL ACHIEVEMENTS. 

Among the wonderful things accomplished 
by British ae schoo during the war is that 
of dropping 100,000lbs. weight of food into 
General Townshend's camp at Kut. This 
operation was attended by great danger, and a 
considerable number of men was lost. The 
day of the British flying man in the big push 
is four to eight hours. In other words, he is 
in the air every day between four and eight 
hours, constantly under fire. Ordimarily along 
the British front the flying men are in the 
eir from two to three hours each day. After 
his flying is finished, the aviator has hard 
ground work to do in keeping all parts of his 
machine, and especially his engine, in | first-class 
condition. 

British military aviators use many types of 
planes, doing four groups of work. There are 
bombers, fighters, -reconnaissance machines, 
and artillery observers, who also do photo- 
graphing. The observers for the artillery 
generally hang between the lines, always under 
fire. German machines do not come over the 
British lines frequently. In the big push 
they have been over the British lines scarcely 
at all, while the British machines go over the 
German lines continually, though attacked by 
swarms of Fokkers. There have been cases of 
two or three British machines accepting battle 
with as many as twenty Fokkers. It is believed 
by the British that the Germans have more 
ground accidents than do the British on 
account of the fact that the German machines 
land abruptly. 

Perhaps the most dazzling and fruitful act 
of any airman in this war was Warneford’s 
destruction: of a Zeppelin. single-handed. 
Another brilliant and historic British feat was 
MecCubbin’s ending of. the great career of 
Immelmann. But the history of the Royal 
Flying Corps bristles with deeds of dash and 
daring. men are always hunting for 
trouble above the German lines, never de- 
however out-

chasing German machines to the und, and 
firing upon them from a height of fifty” feet... 
From this level. they shoot at the Germans as 
the latter scramble out of their machines. 
They even land and fight with the énemy on 
the ground. There are numerous exciting 
stories of wild chases in the fields. 


QUALITIES FLYING MEN NEED. 
During one period of two months on the 
western front, though the weather was almost 
uniformly bad and the machines suffered from 
constant exposure, there were only thirteen 
“et on which reconnaissances were not made 
from the air. During these two munths British 
flyers covered a distance of spproximately 
100,000 miles. Up to the present British fly- 
ing men on the western front must have flown, 
entirely over the enemy's lines, much more 
than a million miles. British aeroplanes have 
been known to continue their work when 
riddled by three hundred bullets. Mucii flying 
is at low altitudes, but reconnaigsances are 
made from a height of eight @ ten thousand 
feet, where shrapnel hits Shag machine fre- 
quently, often in vital s 
Pre-eminently the oO w-og air service is the 
service of tension, of peril, of thrill, of 
romance. For fighting men on the ground 
there are moments of relaxation; for fighting 
men in the air there is not an instant’ s$ relaxa- 
\ tion. They are under a tremendous strain all 
the time. It is impossible for them to keep 
clear of the enemy's shrapnel. They musi 
engage in direct combats with the enemy's 
flying men. Altogether their problem is ex- 
cessively dangerous and difficult, calling for the 
most unrelenting exercise of wit, will, and 

muscle.

GOLFING NOTES. 


The bonds of friendship between British and 
French sportsmén brought about by the war 
must have a far-reaching effect on sport in both 
countries when eventually peace is restored, At 
the time when hostilities broke out golf was be- 
ginning to make rapid progress in France, and 
the people of that country were showing & 
natural adaptability for the game which few 
Germans have shown, because, in the opinion of 
at least one emfinent E fing writer, the Ger- 
manus, unlike the French, never understood the 
spirit of sport. It is, perhaps, too sweeping, & 
statement to brand ail Germans as bad sports- 
men; we knew of some of them who came 
over annually to Wimbledon for the Lawn Tennis 
championships, to whom thé remark would not 
apply. 

Whatever be the reason, few Germans rose 
to any degree of perfection at golf, whereas we 
can name a dozen French professionals quite fit 
to take their own part in the best champion- 
ship field. Phe curious poiat about the pro- 
gress of the royal and ancient game in France 
is, as Mr, Howard points out in the Sportsman, 
that the professionals arrived first. They were 
a power when only a few people in the country 
were pursuing the game solely for the games 
sake. That was because British and American 
holiday-makers and dwellers in the land had 
created a market for instruction. 

At the time when there was hardly an 
amateur in France worth ———— in con- 
nection with first-class golf, Arnaud Massy won 
the British Open Championsbip, the most 
coveted of all honours in the world of golf. In 
1912, when most of the leading British profes- 
sionals—Vardon, Braid, Taylor, Ray, and Dun- 
can included—went to La Boulie to take part in 
the French Open Championship, five of the first 
eleven places, including the foremost, were filled 
by Frenchmen. Those five—Gassiat, Massy, 
Tellier, Gommier, and Lafitte—had come into 
the game at a time when British professionals 
were colonising it in France, and learned to 
play it well as the resulti of an early apprentice- 
ship to the craft of caddying. 

When fessional golf came (forward so 
rapidly there is no reason why amateur golf 
should not also advance in France. No doubt, 
the war has given the game a bad set-back, 
but we have reason for knowing. that the 
French nation possesses marvellous powers of 
recovery from any calamity that may befall it. 
But for the war the game would now in a 
prosperous state. New clubs were being formed 
everywhere just before the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. Great sums of money were being spent 
at St. Cloud and Chantilly three years ago, and 
of the 700 members of the latter club all but 
a few were French. 

“If the world had remained at peace,” says 
Mr. Howard, “there woul have arisen 
amateurs capable of taking positions equivalent 
to those gained by the professionals, To 
realise this.one had only to go to La Boulie and 
see the nine teachers hard at instruction for 
the benefit of the keenest of 600 members, or to 
Chantilly, or to Le Touquet, at week-ends, Much 
of the play may have been obviously that of 
youthful aspirants, but one knew that, from 
so much material, the evolution of a number 
of excellent golfers was certain. It was rather 
like the begimning of the boom in London some 
twenty years age, when, if most of the golf 
was toosling, its very quantity was sufficient 
to ensure that from the multitude would arise 
accomplished players.” 

it cannot be said that. in spite of the 
examples of their fathers, husbands, brothers, 
and fiancés, the ladies of France have shown 
much zeal for the game, and the reason may 
be found in the circumstance that the fair 
Parisiennes and their sisters in the pro- 
vinces have grown up to regard it as a sacred 
duty to present a dainty appéarance rather 
than to athletic. he same idea pre- 
vailed in the United Kingdom up to not so 
many years ago, but the lady golfers of these 
countries have by experience discovered that 
exercise on the links produces none of the dire 
consequences imagin On the contrary, the 
game has been proved most health-giving, and 
the ingenuity of the costumier has been equal 
to providing dress for the lady golfer which is 
at once charming and practical. 

It is with pleasure that the peoples 

Great Britain and France can look 
forward to the happy tme ahead, 
when intercourse between them will un- 
doubtediy be greater, and in no happier 
way can they meet than on the golf links. 
After the war there will be many renewals of 
friendships born on the battlefields, and British 
golfers will be glad to play at French courses, 
if only to revisit the seenes of the sterner game 
played by so many of them during these 
troubled times. 

Two notable instances of the practicability of 
playing golf with one hand are quoted by Mr. 
Howard. “A soldier who, having lost his left 


haud, has tried playing golf with the right | 


hand only, reports some excellent results, and 
incidentally the possession of a handicap of 20 
at Farmby, which must be considered highly 
cr @rtable for one who, for such pathetic 
reason, has had to adapt himself to a new way 
ot pursuing the game, He says that at different 
times he has cleared all the bunkers with his 
tec shots at Formby, and after all nobody has 
done badiy when he has driven over the hazards 
which are intended to catch weak drives, He 
agrees that the weight of the clubs is a ma 

of importance when the player is reduced to 
using one hand.” 

“Yves—the assistant of Massy at La Boulie, 
and now a Red Cross worker in France—deve- 
loped such form efter losing his left arm in a 
reaping machine that he would certainly have 
been scratch in any club. He went round La 
Boulie plenty of times in scores of 72, 73, and 
the like, and when he took part in the British 
Open Championship he only just failed to 
qualify. He did not start to play until he had 
been deprived of his left arm. The heroes who 
have suffered in this war will still be able to 
enjoy their outdoor recreation on the links; it 
is one of the wonders of golf that it suits 


people of every age and every physical condi- [ 


tion.

BETTER HARVEST OUTLOOK. 


The Department of Agriculture, in their crop 
report issued yesterday, state that the general 
tone of the crop reports received at Ist Septem- 
ber is distinetly favourable, and the unanimous 
opinion is that if there is bright, settled weather 
during the month, the season will prove very 
egy “CA to all types and classes of farmers. 
‘The following paragraphs give a summarised ac- 
count of the conditions and prospects of the 
various crops :— 4 

Cereal Crops.—Cutting of winter-sown wheat 
has begun, and in early districts many fields are 


ood average, and the quality of the sample 
air, though some growers are of‘ opinion ‘the 
E5 is hardly as well developed as last year. 
‘ields of spring wheat are ripening fast, espe- 
cially April Red, which will probably be from a 
week to ten days earlier than Red Marvel and 
Red Fife. There are complaints from some Mid- 
land districts of the grain sprouting in the stook 
owing to the rains in the last week of August. 
Harvesting of the oat crop is now on hand also, 
and will shortly be general. The crop as a 
whole is light and disappointing, owing to the 
severity of the spring; straw will be very short, 
but the crop is said to be well headed. A great 
number of fields are lodged in patches from the 
rains at the end of August. Fields after old lea 
carry the heaviest crops; the stand on manured 
land is short and thin. Barley is regarded as 
the best of the cereals this season. Most of the 
crop, which suffered less from lodging than oats 
has now been cut; the promise of yield is good 
and the quality of the grain satisfactory. Rye 
plots are ripening late, and the crop is some- 
what thin. ) 
Beans.—Field beans look well, and promise 

ive a heavy return per acre. The crop has 

ded well, and growers expect it to be profit- 

able this season. 

Potatoes.—The reports vary regarding the 
likely yield of the potato crop: some correspon- 
dents in the Western counties state that com- 
plaints of poor a are very general; in other 
counties, such as Wexford, the crop is described 
as good and full and the tubers dry in quality. 
The opinion is genera] from nearly every part 
of the country that yields will only be mode- 
rate, and much below last year’s return. Blight 
this year spread very rapidly, and, as the crop 
was backward in growth, unsprayed . fields 
blackened early. oroughly sprayed fields 
withstood the attack well, and many of these 
are still green and growing vigorously. Dry, 
warm. weather throughout September would be 
of much service to the crop. Very little diggin 
has been done so far, and, as supplies are a 
prices in local markets are as high as 7s. to &s. 
per cwt. 

Turnips and Mangels.—The root crops look 
healthy, and the rains at the end of Angust 
have helped them greatly. Swedes are espe- 
cially vigorous, and now uire heat and sun- 
shine to promote bulbing. Though many fields 
of mangels are ax and backward, the crop 
is growing rapidiy of late. Many growers com- 
lain of the damage done by the mange! fly 
ig “season. ere also ints from 
some counties of serious injury to the crop from 
the yellowing caused by crown-rot. 

Cabbages.—-Field cabbages have benefited 
much by the recent rain, and now offer a good 
yield. There is an increasing tendency to put in 
autumn-sown catch crops for spring feeding. 

Fiax.—The flax crop has pulled well, and the 
bulk of green straw was satisfactory. 
were occasional poor fields, owing to late sowin 
or to the condition and situation of the soll 
but the bulk of the crop at pulling time turned 
out much heavier than was expected. Most of 
the largely increased area shown this year has 
now been pulled, and the crop is at present in 
all stages of handling. Some growers have got 
their straw lifted and stacked, and, though no 
reports are yet available from  mill-owners, 
yields are expected to be fair and the quality 

ood. The crop has the appearance of giving 

tter results than last season, 
. Hay.—-The hay crop turned out especially 
heavy this year, and, as it was excellently 
eaved, the quality of all classes is prime. The 
eaving and carting of the crop was done under 
perfect weather “conditions, There are many 
splendid fields of aftergrass and clover. 

Grass Seed.—Reports from some grass-seed 
saving districts state that the seed this year is 
of good quality; in others it is described as of 
low bushel weight. Not much threshing has 
been done yet, but the yield is expected to be 
satisfactory both of perennial, Italian, 
mixed. Opening Fe guoted are encóuraging. 

Pastures and Live Stock.—Pastures are ex- 
ceedingly well covered, and are carrying a good 
supply of live stock. Prices for beef cattle 
dropped somewhat pic August, but prices of 
all other kinds are well maintained, “aig 
of springing cows and heifers. Sheep also are 
fetching good prices, three-year-old breeding 
ewes making 72s. each freely in County Galway; 

ood lambs are selling up to 55s. per head,
